Jurgensen Children Shifted 
for : Themselves When 


Mother Became Sick. 


Three little waifs were found in a shed 
in the rear of 4556 Easton avenue by John 
Finkler. They had slept there three nights. 
Finkler fed them and gave them shelter, 
and notified the Humane Society. 

The trio consists of Annie Jurgensen, 14; 
Georgia Jurgensen, 5, and Catherine Jur- 
gensen, 2. 

When Finkler found them the younger 
children were crying, and Annie Jurgensen 
was trying to soothe them. They were wet, 
bedraggled and hungry. There was a look 
of despair upon the face of the older child. 
She was trying hard to be a little mother 
to them, but she herself, weak from want 
of food, knew better than they the hope- 
lessness of their condition. 

It was discovered that. Catherine, the 
baby, was very ill. Exposure had given the 
little one a seveer cold and she is now in 
the Children's Hospital. 

Saturday when the children were at the 
rooms of the Humane Society, the news 
came that their mother, from whom they 
had been parted Wednesday, was dead at 
the Female Hospital. The eldest child was 
heartbroken at the news. 

Little Georgia tried to comfort her older 
sister by repeating the assurance Anna 
herself had used s0 often during the last 
few days: “Mamma will come soon; don’t 
cry.”’ 

No one felt equal to the task of impress- 
ing the cruel truth upon her childish mind 
and she was left to cherish the delusion. 
Dec. 20, 1901, the familly was found by 
humane society agents in a hayloft at 1422 
Walton avenue. There was a married 
daughter with a month old babe with them 
then. Their situation was alleviated, but 
again in February, 1902, the humane society 
found it necessary to take the children 
away from their parents. 

By dint of many promises the parents 
got them back again April 15, 1902, and since 
then they have been living at 930 North 
Fifteenth street. : When the mother was 
taken to the hospital fatally ill Wednesday 
the children went adrift. Humane Agent 
Holmes took the two older ones out to the 
Female Hospital to see their mother’s re- 
mains Saturday, and will care for them un- 
til homes are found for them.

of the steamer and plunged overboard 
One of there men succeeded Jn swimming 
safely to shore, but his companion, Otis 
Price, was drowned. 

When the Chester reached her St. Louis 
moorings, the negro who had been wound- 
ed was still lying where he had fallen. He 
was removed to the city hospital. His 
companion, who was uphurt, was placed 
under arrest and locked up.

THE GERMANS 
TE OFFENSE 


Why Should American Ships 
Pay Honors to French 
Ruler. 


AFTER DECLINING THE 
INVITATION TO KIEL 


Some of the Berlin Papers Express Bit- 
ter Resentment at What They 
Regard as an Insult. 


BERLIN, April 18.—The German press 
does not distinguish between the visit of 
the United States European squadron to 
Marseilles and the program planned for the 
United States North Atlantic squadron, on 
behalf of which the American government 
declined an invitation to visit Kiel during 
the coming regatta there. Therefore, some 
wonder is expressed as to why “special 
honors are shown the French President by 
the American navy, immediately following 
the refusal of the German Emperor's re- 
quest. 

One or two papers express themselves bit- 
terly on the subject and say the Germans 
“do not miss much in not having a sight 
of the American ships.” * * * As tele- 
graphed from Washington yesterday, the 
Associated Press was authorized on the 
highest authority to make this statement 
of the position of the navy department in 
the matter of the visit of the United States 
European squadron to Marseilles. 

“Nothing was further from the mind of 
Secretary Moody or the Washington gov- 
ernment than giving offense to Germany 
by extending an appropriate courtesy to a 


sovereign of a friendly nation: The sug- 
gestion came from the state department 
that the squadron go to Marseilles in time 
to greet. President Loubet. especially as it 
would touch there to take om board the 
new commander-in-chief, Rear Admiral Cot- 
ton. As regards the visit of the American 
men-of-war to Kiel, no invitation reached 
the navy department from Berlin for the 
EKuropean squadron to go there."’ 

On the same high authority it is stated 
that had such an invitation come it would 
have been accepted.

William McKay, Sentenced to Twenty- 
Five Years at Hard Labor, Ex- 
pects to Die Before Release. 


William McKay, alias “Buck’’ McKay, 

who was convicted of murder in the second 
degree and sentenced Saturday to % years 
in the penitentiary, is exceedingly downcast 
over his long sentence, which he says 
means he will have to spend the balance of 
his days in nec unless pardoned. 
The jury brought in a verdict at mid- 
night and the sentence was imposed Satur- 
day morning. McKay _ was convicted of 
killing a negro named Ben Goldsby in Mc- 
Kay’s saloon at Seventh and Clark avenue, 
Oct. 31, 1902.

ERRED IN ESSAYING 
ROLE PHELPS DECLINED 


With Exposure Staring Him 
in the Face He Sought to 
Save Himself by Making 
a Confession to Half of 
the Truth. 


‘‘Anybody who would put alum in baking 
powder is not at home outside of the peni- 
tentiary.’’—Lieutenant-Governor John A. 
Lee in a published letter explaining his 
vote against the bill to repeal the anti- 
alum law. 

“T am responsible to nobody for my vote 
but myself, my conscience and my God.’ 
Extract from speech of Senator Frank H. 
Farris, outlining his position on baking 
powder legislation. 

When Lieutenant-Governor John A. Lee 
publicly insinuated that Senator Frank H. 
Farris of Crawford County belonged to the 
lobby forces of the Missouri Senate he 
paved the way for the exposure of the 
Soodle scandals that have disgraced the 
Forty-first and Forty-second General As- 
semblies. 

Farris knew that John A. Lee was try-: 
ing to play the legislative role of Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde and, to use his own lan- 
guage, he refused to ‘stand for it.’ 

“If I am a lobbyist so is he,’ said Far- 
ris to a friend, referring to Gov. Lee, “and 
if I have to suffer I will have respectable 
company with me.” 

It required just two words to make this 
threat. 

“Your language smacks of the alum 
taste,"" Farris wrote-in reply to the Heu- 
tenant-governor. 

Apparently the quarrel] ceased. Lee -did 
not further antagonize the Crawford Coun- 
ty statesmen, but favored him with the 
chairmanship of two important committees. 

The trouble between them started just 
before the opening of the recent legislative 
session. Farris wanted to be speaker pro 
tem of the Senate and Lee announced him- 
self for Senator Thomas L. Rubey of La 
Plata, declaring that “I am for the people 
and against the lobby.”’ 


Couldn’t Separate 

Wheat From Chaff. 

At the 1901 session Gov. Lee surrendered 
absolutely to lobby influences. 

“I was not sufficiently acquainted with 
my legislative duties then,”’ he explained, 
“to separate the wheat from the chaff.” 

Two weeks later, or about Dec. 20, he 
is found in conference with Whitney Lay- 
ton, an independent manufacturer of bak- 
ing powder, who was compelled to move 
his business into Illinois because of the 
hardships imposed by the Stone-Orchard 
baking powder trust statute. 

Lee communicated to Layton his inten- 
tion to line up with the independent in- 
dustries. 

He Invited Layton to dine with him and 
he told him how sorry he was that “two 
years ago I was against you.”’ 

“If you are with us this time we won't 
object to your past action,” was Layton’'s 
terse reply. 

To familiarize matters Lee drew & picture 
of the Senate and separated its members 
inte “sheep and goats.”’ 

He reterrel to the sheep as the good men 
of the senatorial flock and the ‘‘goats’ as 
those whose honesty he doubted. 

For Mr. Layton he picked out the ‘‘sheep 
and vouched for the fact that they were 
all right because they were his ‘friends. 

Gov. Lee’s cordial treatment of Mr. Lay- 
ton and other makers of alum baking pow- 
der was not inexpensive. It served, how- 
ever, to establish the belief that Lee was 


their friend. 


Lieutenant-Governor 
Was Very Obliging. 

As an indication of the course he intend- 
ed to pursue the leutenant-governor a 
sented to appoint a committee which would 
consider all baking powder legislation. 

On the pwblic health committee Lee, ac- 
cording to sworn testimony, consented to 
appoint those senators whom the independ- 
ent manufacturers would suggest or ap- 
prove. 

This compact was agreeable. Apparently 
the trust was to be dealt a death blow at 
the hands of the man who had formerly 
been its consistent champion. 

At the same time Lee was making an- 
other move on the legislative chess board. 

Briefly, he was trying to get the king of 
the Misscur! legislative lobby to handle the 
baking powder trust interests. 

This individual was Col. William H. 
Phelps, conceded to be the shrewdest 
manipulator of legislation west of the Alle- 
ghanies. 

Phelps had experience, he had the tact, 
he had the brains. and with him acting as 
the legislative agent for the trust. the 
Neutenant-governor could easily hide the 
shells and carry out his dual policy of 
playing two hands at the same time. 

Lee wrote 
to Col. Phelps asking him if he would take

Two senators remained in an ante-room, 
and when the result was announced a 
deathlike stillness pervaded the chamber. 

“Well, Mr. President,"’ said Farris, rising 
from his seat. ‘“‘we are waiting for you.’ 

“I vote aye,” said Lee ih a low tone of 
voice—such a tone as meant absorute obey- 
ance to the will of another. _ 

The proposition under consideration was 
the substitution of a clause that all baking 
powder cans be labeled, an amendment 
which the trust desired. 

When the report became current that 
$1000 bills were circulating in Jefferson City 
and a legislative committee was appointed 
to investigate the report that this money 
had been used in connection with school 
book legislation, the lieutenant-governor

He left Jefferson City for New York on 
March 15 and did not return until the day 
of adjournment. 

Thie incident may be chiefly worth re- 
marking as evidencing the shallowness of 
his threat to ‘‘strangle the lobby, when 
everybody who is familiar with legislative 
methods knows that the closing days are 
among the most important of the session.

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SOME UNFAMILIAR, FACTS. 


The Bureau of Statistics publishes statistics which make some 
“great powers’ look small in a commercial sense and elevates 
several little powers to the rank and dignity of greatness. 

Thus, the foreign trade of little Belgium is greater than that 
of Austria-Hungary, Italy or Russia. 

Holland's trade is greater than that of Austria-Hungary and 
Russia combined, while her imports exceed those of France. 

Other interesting facts are these: 

Belgium’s imports have exceeded her exports every year since 
1831, except Yn 1854. 

The imports of France have exceeded exports every year since 
1876. 

Holland's imports have exceeded her exports every year as far 
back as statistics go. 

The United Kingdom's exports exceeded her imports every year 
from 1801 to 1858. Since that date her imports have*exceeded 
exports. ~ 

The trade of the United States was inferior to that of France 
until 1887 and to that of Germany until 1892. Since 1887 we have 
surpassed France every year. Since 1892 it is practically a tie 
between the United States and Germany. 

Our exports exceeded those of Great Britain in 1901 and we are 
now the first exporting country In the world. 

The combined revenues of the world amount to about six bil- 
lion, of which the United States collects:a little over one-ninth. 
We have a surplus of $90,000,000. The rest of the world reports 
a net deficit of $70,000,000. 

The national debts of the world amount to more than thirty- 
one. billion dollars. Of this we owe less than the thirty-second 
part. The interest charge on these debts is a Dillion and a 
quarter. Of this we pay $27,000,000, or about one-forty-fifth of the 
whole. The average interest rate on these debts is 4 per cenf. 
Ours is less than 3 per cent. Half of the debt draws only 2 per 
cent. No other country in the world can float a 2 per cent bond. 
The annual interest charge per capita in the United States is 
$5 cents. In Great Britain it is $2.76, in Italy $3.58, in France $6.28. 
The interest on the French debt alone amounts to more than 
we pay yearly for pensions, navy and interest on our debt com- 
bined. 

Finally, we have more gold by one-third than any other coun- 
try in Europe except France. 

These facts are of the sort not generally known. But they 
mean more than all the facts of armaments and diplomacy. 


A bill has been passed by the New York General Assembly to 
abolish the grade crossings In the borough of Brooklyn, of which 
there are nearly 200. Instead of keeping up with the general 
movement to abolish these death traps, St. Louis is permitting 
an increase in their number. Every grade crossing is a constant 


menace to human life. 


Loulsville city bonds compete with United States bonds by 
Leing made exempt from city taxes, and the scheme seems to 
have worked well for a long time, not only making the sale of 
the bonds easier, but keeping Loulsville money at home. 


It is remarkable that during Uncle Henry Ziegenhein’s admin- 
istration, when we had ‘‘a-moon yet,”’ the cost of city lighting 
was the highest in our municipal history—nearly $100,000.

By “‘tali- 
ings’’ is meant the crushed rock from which 
the gold has been extracted. The ore is 
first ground by immense mills, and stamped 
and crushed until of*the consistency of 
flour. This flour is then rum over copper 
sheeting coated with quicksilver. The gold- 
en grains are caught In the quicksilver and 
afterward separated from it. The refuse 
rock is carried off by water, and goes into 
the stream. With the refuse has always 
gone the waste gold which could not be 
caught by the quicksilver. 

The tallings from many mills and smel- 
tera have gone into the stream, which mor- 
mally is about five feet wide and one foot 
deep. The water is of a dirty color and 
contains about 25 per cent of solid mat. 
ter. As the stream flows toward the open 
country the tailings gtadually fall to the 
bottom or gettle on the sides and banks. 
Below Deadwood for 15 to 20 miles these 
tailings have settled until large flats have 
been formed. 

A number of other companies, composed 
of both local and eastern capital, are pre- 
paring to erect mills along the flats and 
to recover some of the many millions 
which have gone down the stream.

NEW YORK, April 18.—With the an- 
nouncement of the unprecedented large 
winter wheat crop in the West, apprehen- 
sion was felt that the railroads would not 
be equal to the task of moving the grain 
eastward and that serious congestion and 
interference with general traffic would re- 
sult. 

The estimate from the government's first 
report on the winter wheat crop places it 


- |} @t 620,000,000 bushels, as against 362,672,138 


bushels last year. This figure brings the 
crop of winter wheat up to within 150,000,000 
of the total of winter and spring wheat last 
year, and it is the prediction of the gov- 
ernment statisticlan that this year’s crop 
will exceed all past records. 

In ordinary years the grain carrying rail- 
roads have experiented considerable trouble 
at times in carrying the crop to Hastern 
markets, and with the enormous increase 
of burden predicted for this fall it has been 
feared by many that traffic lines would be 
seriously clogged. 

Chauncey M. Depew, chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Vanderbilt sys- 
tem, sald yesterday the large. wheat crop 
might cause some little delay in eastbound 
shipments during August and September, 
but that there was no danger of serious 
congestion.

Damage Reports and Foreign 
Buying Excite American 
: Markets. 


CONDITIONS SIMILAR 
TO THOSE OF 1891 


Wheat Stocks in St. Louis Nearly All 
Sold—The Situation in the Home 
Market and Elsewhere—Little 
Speculative Interest in Corn 
and Oats-—-Cash Demands 
Poor in Both. 


By GEORGE D. L. KELLEY. 
Are we to have a repetition of the sit- 
vation in 1891 and possibly that of 1897 
in the wheat market? 
That is the question speculation may 
have to answer, a condition it may have 


to contend with. 

In 1891 this country at this time of the 
year was promised, as it is now, a rec- 
ord-breaking crop, and its promise was 
then fully fulfilled by the harvesting of 
612,000,000 bu, or so it was estimated by the 
government. Its movement and the re- 
quirements it supplied indicated a much 
larger yield than that. But the Euro- 
ean crops that year were short, and 
Trance, with a yield of little over 200,- 
000.000 bu. a shortage from the preceding 
year of 136,000,000 bu, turned to America 
for supplies. 

Speculation in the markets of this coun- 
try was bearish to the limit, nowhere 
more so than in St. Louis, on the mag- 
nificent crop prospects, and sold more 
than they could deliver on the _ sales 
made to France. For not alone had 
France bought heavily to obtain supplies, 
but speculation in France, with the bull 
craze there as bad as in America the bear 
craze, had invested heavily in the long 
side in American markets. 

The result was an explosion when the 
shorts on this side attempted to cover, 
that rushed the price up about 40c. St. 
Louls traders who were short received 
the worst pha gree they ever experi- 
enced up to that time, or since, as a great 
proportion of the French buying was in 
this market. 4 

France is a soft winter wheat Rountry, 
and naturelly bought in a strictly soft 
winter wheat market. To be sure, the 
French speculative trade, and a goodly 
propos ten of its legitimate trade, lost 
1eavily in the end, having over-played 
and over-stayed the market, as had the 
American shorts, but that did not help 
the later, who had been badly crippled 
vr broke on the advance. 

In 1897 the crop conditions of Europe 
were again badly short and their stocks 
had run down to an unusually low ebb, 
but St. Louis traders generally took the 
bull side and were richly rewarded by bull 
markets that finally culminated in the 
celebrated Leiter deal. In 1892, when the 
bulk of the exports to Europe were made. 
this ceuntry shipped over 225,000,000 bu and 
in 1898, 217,600,000 bu. 


Conditions Now 
Similar to 1891. 

The crop and speculative conditions are 
this year apparently somewhat similar to 
those of 1891, with these exceptions, that 
there is no such enormous speculative 
shortage in the markets of this country as 
in that year, nor so far have the foreign 
purchases on this side been as_ great, 
Ronen they appear to be steadily increas- 
ng. 

The latest information on foreign crops 
indicate that those of Western and Central 
Europe, where the principal importing or 
wheat eating countries are located, are 
threatened with an assured shortage, the 
latest spell of cold and generally unfavor- 
able weatiner having imperiled shone crops 
that had escaped last winter's hard frosts.

Usually it is the manaans 
for the outside mills that has cleaned up 
local wheat stocks here in the spring, but 
this year the buying has not been so ex- 
tensive as it generally has been in the 
past years. But exporters have so supple- 
mented the milling demands that most 
elevators have sold about all the desirable 
milling and export they held. 

Only the United Dlevator Co. has any 
quantity—about 400,000 bu itn ail. of 
which bu. contract grade—and that 
company does not appear to be pressing 
the sale of their wheat. The United. in- 
deed, has been buying most of the No. 2 
red offered on the sample tables of late, 
paying as high as l4¢c over the May price, 
60 that it is probable that the company 
contemplates making deliveries on con- 
tracts, when May arrives, if that opinion 
continues as congested as it has been for 
some time. It looks very much as thou 
little will be put out on contract outside 
the United’s poseible deliveries.

Demand for Corn 

Continues Poor. 

Actual consumptive demands for corn, 
both from domestic and foreign sources, 
continue very poor. Only the best condi- 
tioned grain can be sold for shipment, and 


so far as the local market goes the only 
shipping demand is to domestic interior 
points, and a few cars appear to meet 
that. TRe little corn taken for exportation 
is by Atlantic seaboard exporters, none 
selling to go by the Gulf ports. 

As local requirements are limited, little 
business passes and then only in the best 
grein. but as the rains held back farmers’ 

eliveries receipts have been light and 
prices on such were well maintained gen- 
erally. No. 2 commanded generally %c over 
May. : 

Oats have been in the slough of depres- 
sion and their sellers in that of despond- 
ency. They have been for the low and off 
grade stuff, but as that description cov- 
ered most of the current receipts the whole 
cash market was pretty near in as bad 
shape as at any time on the crop. 

Anything buyers considered choice sold 
readily to local feeders at cémparatively 
well-sustained = but the balance had 
to go at what buyers would pay. Ags ship- 
pers were out, sellers had to accept the 
very low fieures bid to go to store. Hence 
when choice No. 4 white sold at 34@34%c 
low qualities of that grade brought only 
gic and No. 3 white had a 2c range. No. 
2 did not command over May price. 

Because of the fact that the railroads 
continued to discriminate against flour and 
in favor of wheat in the matter of freights, 
and that export demands did the same for 
the reason that European importers called 
for the raw instead. of the manufactured 
roduct, the European crop scare did not 
Benefit the milling trade to any extent. 

Here of late there has been something of 
a re-awakening to the foreign demand for 
flour, but sales were never large, as the big 
importing buyers held off and these sales 
were very much of the occasional order. 
As domestic demands continued of the end- 
of-the-season description, it can be im- 
agined that millers did not meet with many 


busy days. 


The only condition that took on a favor- 
able feature was in connection with the 
mill feed department. Minneapolia mills, 
which had en caine their offal at 
slaughter prices, suddenly jumped them up 
to a level that turned from East to the 
Southwest for supplies and thet at once 
put a brace under the late badly dilapi- 
dated feed market at thig end.

SIDI BEL. ABBES, Algeria, April 18.— 


President Loubet today entered Sidi Bel 
Abbes, known as the heart of old Algeria, 
after passing through extensive planta- 
tions and towns built up by French colon- 
ization. During his stay here he made a 
speech «n the interest the government took 
in the important work the colonists were 
doing in extending French influence. 

Later he left for Alemcen, where the rest 
of today and tomorrow will be occupied by 
banquets and festivities. 


PARIS, April 18.—President Loubet. ac- 
companied by M. Falilleres, President of 
the Senate; Foreign Minister Delcasse and 
M. Pelletan, the Minister of Marine, left 
Paris last Sunday for Mareilles on his 
way to Algeria. 

The President was warmly cheered, as, 
accompanied by the usual escort of cuir- 
assiers, he drove across Paris from the 
Elysee Palace to the Lyons railway sta- 
tion. 

Premier Combes and those ministers who 
do not accompany the President were pres- 
ent at the station to bid him farewell. 

After a short stay in Marsellies, where 
great fetes were given in his honor, Presi- 
dent Leoubet embarked Tuesday in the new 
warship Jeanne d’Arc, which had been spe- 
cially arranged for his acmomodation, and, 
accompanied by MM. Falileres, Delcagse 
Pelletan, and escorted by the battleship 
St. Louls, proceeded to Algiers, where a 
large French fleet was assembled to re- 
ceive him. Squadrons of British, Italian 
and Russian warships also gathered at 
Algiers in his honor. 

The President will remain in Algeria un- 
til April 26, visiting important points in the 
@giony, both on the coast and in the Inter- 
ior. -~It is expected that during his stay 
a meeting will be arranged with the Sul- 
tan of Morocco, the latter coming to some 


point in Algeria near the Moroccoan fron- 


tler for that purpose. 

Everywhere throughout the colony splen- 
did fetes arc being organized in honor of 
President Loubet, this being the first time 
since Napoleon III that a ruler of France 
has visited Algeria. 

The French President will embark again 
on the warship Jeanne d’Are for Tunis. 
He will land April 27 at La Goletea, the 
port of Tunis, where the Bey of Tunis and 
all the high officials of the regency will 
be assembled to receive him. After spend- 
ing three days in visiting the various parts 
of-Tunis, President Loubet will embark at 
the naval port of Bizerta on the evening of 
April 29 for Marseilles. He will arrive in 
Paris in time to reosive King Edward VIi 
on the latter's arrival there. 

Besides Ministers Delcasse and Pelletan, 
M. Maurejou's, minister of public works, 
will also be of the presidential party. He 
has gone in advance to meet the President 
at Algiers. A number of senators and 
deputies are accompanying the presidential 
party throughout the trip, being accommo- 
dated during the trip across the Mediter- 
ranean on board the battleship St. Louis. 

Much political significance is attached to 
the journey, as it the first time that any 
President of the French republic has visited 
her African possessions, and it wil] be the 
first meeting cn African soil between »s 
French ruler and a North African Sultan 
ahd the Bey of Tunis. These meetings 
are expected to make a deep impression on 
the natives. 

While the international attention shown 
to President Loubet by the assemblage of 
a powerful foreign squadron in Algerian 
waters, to salute him on his arrival, is 
not without significance, a fact which has 
already made a powerful impression on the 
Tunisians is that the Bey of Tunis will go 
to receive the President on his ianding—a 
Step that that potentate has never made 
before for any royal visitor.
